Provision for Peace and Power 


If a Christian can have divine guid- 
ance, inward satisfaction, and fruitfvl- 
ness he ought to be profoundly thank- 
ful. All these are offered to the 
obedient child of God in one refreshing 
Old Testament promise: “And the Lord 
shall guide thee continually, and satisfy 
thy soul in drought, and make fat thy 
bones: and thou shalt be like a watered 
garden, and like a spring of water, 


whose waters fail not” (Isa. 58:11). 
Note the beauty of the old English as 
it is in the King James Version, the 
rhythm and figures of speech in the six 
clauses, which can be written as so many 
lines of poetry. Every clause holds a 
nugget for Christian workers. Here is 
the promise of continual guidance from 
the Lord; soul satisfaction, though it 
may be surrounded with spiritual dry- 
ness which presses in upon it; and as 
much physical health as is needed -for 
the work; then the picture of a flourish- 
ing garden with vegetables and fruit to 
satisfy the taste, and flowers to please 
the senses of sight and smell; a spring 
with water enough to slake the thirst 
of others, and one that keeps on flowing. 
The steps leading up to all this bounty 
are confession of sin, obedience to God’s 
commands, compassion for others, and 
the putting away of empty, formal wor- 
ship in favor of that which is spiritual 
and from the heart. This is closely 
linked to New Testament promises given 
some seven hundred years later. To the 
one who follows Him the Lord Jesus 
promised that he “shall not walk in 





darkness, but shall have the light of 
life” (John 8:12); to the one who keeps 
drinking of the water of life, that “the 
water that I shall give him shall be in 
him a well of water springing up into 
everlasting life’ (John 4:14), that “out 
of his belly -shall flow rivers of living 
water” (John 7:38). “I am the vine, 
ye are the branches,” He said; “He that 
abideth in me, and I in him, the same 
bringeth forth much fruit: for without 
me ye can do nothing” (John 15:5). It 
is His will that we “bear much fruit; 
so shall ye be my disciples” (v. 8). 
Finally, there is that gracious promise, 
giving “good measure, pressed down, 
and shaken together, and running over,” 
in the Apostle Paul’s inspired words, 
“And God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye, always hav- 
ing all sufficiency in all things, may 
abound to every good work” (2 Cor. 
9:8). Here is abundant provision for 
that rest of heart and overflowing fruit- 
fulness so necessary in Christian work. 
Let us receive it thankfully by faith, 
and thus know more of -the joy of the 
Lord which is our strength. 


“All These Things”

‘44 LL these things are against me,” 
cried Jacob. And it did appear 
as if his conclusions were cor- 

rect. Long years before, his beloved 

son Joseph had left the home, never to 
return. A _ blood-stained coat brought 
home by others of Jacob’s sons sug- 
gested that Joseph had come to an un- 
timely and violent end. Then famine 
struck the land. So severe were con- 
ditions that Jacob sent ten of his sons 
to Egypt for sorely needed provisions. 

But only nine returned. Jacob's heart 

sank with grief as the story unfalded

of a stern governor in Egypt who had 
imprisoned Simeon and who demanded, 
moreover, that Benjamin, Jacob’s young- 
est son, appear before him. Unless Ben- 
jamin came on the next journey to 
Egypt, the governor would not see them, 
Simeon would remain in prison, and 
there would be no food supplied to re- 
lieve the famine-stricken family in 
Canaan. It was a desperately trying 
situation. 

No doubt a series of questions arose 
in Jacob’s -heart. What, exactly, had 
happened to Joseph? The story about 
the biood-stained coat hardly seemed 
to explain éverything. That Jacob en- 
tertained dark suspicions as to Joseph's 
disappearance is clear from the narra- 
tive. And why should the governor of 
Egypt imprison an inoffensive man from 
Canaan? And why should he insist 
that Benjamin appear in Egypt? Could 
any good result from Benjamin’s going? 
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Was there not some sinister design in 
the mind of the apparently severe 
governor in Egypt? The horizon of 
Jacob’s life was heavy with clouds. The 
situation was adverse from every angle. 
“The slings and arrows of outrageous 
fortune” found their target in the af- 
flicted patriarch. With stricken heart 
he cried out: “Me have ye bereaved 
of my children. Joseph is not, Simeon 
is not, and ye will take Benjamin away. 
All these things are against me” (Gen. 
42:36). 

Adversity brings out what is within 
aman. In days of pressure the heart 
is either lifted to God in praise and 
prayer or it rises in rebellion against 
surrounding circumstances. A right atti- 
tude toward God in all things is need- 
ful for one’s own peace of mind and in 
order to think aright about others. 

Under the pressure of ‘trials, Jacob 
voiced what was within his heart. His 
outcry about the existing state of affairs 
is summed up in a fivefold statement. 
“Me have ye bereaved of my children’ 
He flatly charged his sons with taking 
the lives of Joseph and Simeon. This 
was not true. “Joseph is not,” he cried. 
This was not correct. “Simeon is not.” 
This also was incorrect. “Ye will take 
Benjamin away,” implying evil would 
overtake him. This assumption was 
false. “All these things are against me.” 
This statement was quite wrong. 

There is an important lesson to be 
learned from this situation. It should 
be noted that in all Jacob’s complaint 
there is not one reference to God. He 
spoke of himself, of the brothers before 
him, and of his absent sons. His out- 
look was entirely on the human level. 
God was not in all his thoughts. And 
when a man leaves out God, all else is 
bound to be out of focus. God is the 
great integrating Factor in human af- 
fairs. “Of him, and through him, and 
to him, are all things” (Rom. 11:36). 

Jacob had lost sight of God and life 

seemed to disintegrate. Everything was 
in a state of collapse. He bewailed be- 
reavements which, in point of fact, were 
not such at all. He bitterly assailed 
his sons and (whatever their faults) laid 
unjust charges at their door. Let a man 
lose sight of God, and his views of life 
in general and in particular of those 
immediately around him, will suffer. 
Unless God and His providential ways 
are central in our thinking, all else will 
become distorted. This is inevitable. 

Contrast the attitude of Joseph with 
that of Jacob regarding “all these 
things.” After revealing himself to his 
brethren, Joseph declared, “It was not 
you that sent me hither, but God” (Gen. 
45:8). What an amazing statement, yet 
how wonderfully true! God had over- 
ruled when Joseph was sold into slav- 
ery, when he was maligned in Potiphar’s 
house, and when he lay forgotten in the 
prison. In Genesis 45:5-9, four times 


over Joseph affirms the providence of 
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God. Not a word of unkindness was 
spoken to the brethren who had treated 
him so shamefully. 

In “all these things” Jacob left out 
‘God and bitterly berated his sons. In 
these self-same things Joseph perceived 
the hand of God and said to his breth- 
ren, “Come near to me, I pray you” 
(Gen. 45:4). How sad was Jacob’s out- 
look and how joyful was Joseph’s as 
they viewed the same general set of 
conditions! Life was- transformed and 
radiant for Joseph. Why? He saw God 
even in his trials. 

Through mercy, Jacob was finally 
brought to the same point of view. 
“All these things are against me,” he 
cried. Yes, things looked black. Every- 
thing appeared to be against him. But 
appearances are often deceptive. Cer- 
tainly they were in this situation. All 
these things were not against Jacob. 
They were working together for good 
in a way which he could hardly be 
expected to see. Jacob, in seeming ad- 
versity, was the object of a great love 
which he could not, at the moment, re- 
alize. He was the center of a marvelous 
purpose which he did not even remotely 
understand. Jacob was the object of a 
love that was strong and true; the sub- 
ject of a purpose, divine and glorious. 
But he knew nothing of either. He sank 
in grief, anticipating still further trial 
which would “bring down my gray hairs 
with sorrow to the grave” (Gen. 42:38). 

It is 4n arresting picture. An old man 
engulfed in sorrow moving on, though 
he knew it not, to the revelation of an 
unknown love and an unseen purpose. 
Soon Jacob’s tears would be wiped 
away. Soon the “frowning providence” 
would unveil a “smiling face.” Soon he 
would embrace the Joseph he bewailed 

and the Simeon who lay in prison. Soon, 
with all his other sons, he would leave 
the famine behind and settle in Goshen, 
the choicest part of Egypt. Oh, how 
constant is the love of God! How un- 
failing His faithfulness! How wondrous 
His purposes of grace! The Most High 
ruleth in human affairs. Out of seem- 
ing tragedy He brings forth glorious 
triumph. 

Look again at this old man. “Jacob 
. . . worshipped, leaning upon the top 
of his staff’ (Heb. 11:21). This is the 
final scene. The man whose heart was 
bowed in grief is now bowed in wor- 
ship! What a God is our God; the Father 
of mercies and the God of all grace! 
How unsearchable are His judgments! 
His ways are often beyond human scru- 
tiny. In such moments faith patiently 
waits the unfolding of His purposes. The 
circumstances that bow the heart in grief 
today are working for us “a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory” 
(2 Cor. 4:17), which will bow the heart 
in joyful worship tomorrow.

Why Is Sunday 
Our Worship Day? 


Please tell me where the Sabbath 
Day, which was the seventh day, was 
changed to our day of worship on the 
first day. After Christ was risen, Paul 
observed the Sabbath Day (Acts 16: 
13); Christ observed the Sabbath Day 
before His crucifixion (Luke 6:5, 6). 
But I can’t find anywhere that the 
Sabbath Day, which was the seventh 
day, had been changed to the first day. 
The Sabbath Day was given to Jews 
only, but I don’t think it was even 
given to the Gentiles. I believe our 
day of worship was changed when 
Christ rose from the dead on the first 
day of the week. We are no longer 
under the Mosaic Laws, for when Christ 
arose from the dead He fulfilled the 
Law and customs and now we are 
under grace. But please give me de- 
tails that I may show my Sunday 
school class proof of this—A Pennsyl- 
vania reader. 


The old dispensation of Law continued 
until the death and resurrection of 
Christ. Christ attended the synagogue 
on the Sabbath Day and observed other 
Jewish laws during His life on earth 
that He might fulfill all the Law. Paul 
continued to go where the Jews were 
on the Sabbath, even after the resurrec- 
tion of Christ, in order that he might 
witness to them. Neither of these facts 
is proof that Christians in this dispensa- 
tion must continue to worship God on 
the seventh day. 

In Acts 20:7 we read, “And upon the 
first day of the week, when the disci- 
ples came together to break bread, Paul 
preached unto them, ready to depart on 
the morrow; and continued his speech 
until midnight.” Dr. C, I. Scofield, in 
his Reference Bible, has this pertinent 
marginal note: “It was the breaking of 
bread for which the disciples were as- 
sembled. The passage indicates the use 
by the apostolic churches of the first 
day, not the seventh. Compare 1 Corin- 
thians 16:2.” The latter verse reads, 
“Upon the first day of the week let 
every one of you lay by him in store, 
as God hath prospered him, that there 
be no gatherings when I come.” The 
Sabbath, or seventh day, was a special 
sign or covenant between God and Is- 
rael, as is clearly shown from Exodus 
31:13-17. The first verse of this section 
reads, “Speak thou also unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying, Verily my sab- 
baths ye shall keep: for it is a sign be- 
tween me and you throughout your 
generations; that ye may know that I am 

the Lord that doth sanctify you.” What 
follows shows that the seventh day Sab- 
bath was in view here. 

The principle of one day in seven set 
apart for rest and worship is based on 
God’s own example and command, and

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I. “No Confidence in the Flesh’ 


Beginning an exposition of Philippians 3: 1-11 





E Apostle Paul gives his personal 
testimony concerning his salvation 
in a number of passages, such as 
Acts 26, Galatians 1:11-24. However, 
there is only one passage where he 
describes in some detail his religious ex- 
perience before he was saved, and that 
is Philippians 3. Let us examine briefly 
the first eleven verses of this remark- 
able chapter. 

The first verse is 
sounds the note of joy, which is the 
keynote of this prison Epistle. Paul 
also gives us an important principle of 
pedagogy, that of repetition. We may 
thank God that His Holy Spirit directed 
the apostle to repeat for our benefit 
things which he had evidently taught 
the Philippians orally while present with 
them.

¢(v. 2) Paul warns his readers 
false teachers, whom he calls 
“dogs,” “evil workers,” and “the con- 
cision.” This last term is an obvious 
allusion to those who would impose the 
rite of circumcision on Gentile believers, 
for whom it was never intended. That 
matter was settled, under the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit, at the Jerusalem 
gathering described in Acts 15. (See 
verses 24 to 29 in particular.) Neverthe- 
less, Paul’s steps were constantly dog- 
ged by these ‘Judaizing legalistic teach- 
ers, to whose errors he refers in most 
of his Epistles, and especially in those 
to the Galatians and Colossians. 


Three Important Elements 

Then follows (v. 3) a description of the 
true child of God through the new birth. 
“For we are the circumcision,” Paul 
assures us. He refers, of course, to spir- 
itual circumcision, which he describes 
in Colossians 2:11-13. There are three 
elements here, brought about by our 
union with Christ through the baptism 
of (or, “in”) the Holy Spirit (1 Cor. 12: 
13). They are: circumcision with Christ, 
burial with Christ, and resurrection with 
Christ. They correspond perfectly with the 
three elements in Romans 6:3, 4, namely, 
death, burial, and resurrection with 
Christ, which are also stated to be the 
result of baptism, but obviously the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit; for, though 
water baptism may and should symbol- 
ize this union of the believer with 
Christ, it can never bring it about. We 
see thus that the circumcision mentioned 
in Colossians 2:11 corresponds with our 
death with Christ in Romans 6:3, and 
this is the more evident when we com- 
pare the results. In Colossians 2:11 the 
result of this spiritua] circumcision is 
“putting off the body of the sins of the 
flesh,” and in Romans 6:6 we read, “Our

old man is crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed.” (Liter- 
ally, not “destroyed,” but “made power- 
less.” The same word is used in He- 
brews 2:14 of Satan, who is never to be 
destroyed, but was made powerless at 
the Cross.) This is what Paul is talking 
about in Philippians 3:3, when he says, 
“We are the circumcision.” 

He then adds, “which worship God 
in the spirit” (read “Spirit”). Here 
is certainly an allusion te our Lord's 
words to the Samaritan woman, in John 
4:23, 24, “God is a Spirit: and they that 
worship him must worship him jn spirit 
and in truth.” Only the born-again be- 
liever can do this, for only he is in- 
dwelt by the Holy Spirit, who is able 
to guide his worship and make it real. 

A third characteristic of the true child 
of God is that he must “rejoice in Christ 
Jesus.” The word translated “rejoice” 
here is not that found in verse 1, but 
another word, meaning “make one’s 
boast in,” or, “glory in.” The believer 
is saved because he is trusting in Christ 
alone for his salvation. He glories in 
Christ Jesus. The word is the same one 
used in Galatians 6:14, “God forbid that 
I should glory, save in the cross of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 

In the fourth place, and from the neg- 
ative standpoint, the child of God is 
characterized by the fact that he has “no 
confidence in the flesh.” The ‘word 
“flesh” in the Bible sometimes means 
simply the body, as when Christ said, 
after His resurrection, “A spirit hath 
not flesh and bones, as ye see me have” 
(Luke 24:39). Sometimes this word re- 
fers to all that is human, in John 
1:14, “And the Word was made flesh,” 
which is a simple statement of the In-

carnation. At other times, the word 
“flesh” denotes the sinful nature, which 
we received at birth by inheritance from 
our parents, as in Galatians 5:16, “Walk 
in the Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil the 
lust of the flesh.” This last sense is 
also found in Romans 8:4-9. The mean- 
ing in Philippians 3:3, however, is ob- 
viously not the sin nature, but simply 
that which is merely human, in contrast 
with that which is divine. In other 
words, the child of God trusts in Christ 
alone for his salvation, and not in the 
slightest degree in the “flesh,” that is, 
in what he himself, or any other human 
being, can do for his redemption. 

This same attitude of “no confidence 
in the flesh” should also characterize 
the whole life of the true Christian. He 
must depend on God alone, not only 
for his salvation, but for everything he 
does thereafter. Our Lord stated plainly, 
“Without me ye can do nothing” (John 
15:5), but do we really believe it? Paul 


.expressed this principle thus in Colos- 


sians 2: 6, “As ye have therefore received 
Christ Jesus the Lord [i.e., by faith], so 
walk ye in him” (also by faith). 


The Basis of Paul’s False Confidence 


Continuing our examination of Philip- 
pians 3, we see that Paul now affirms 
(v. 4) that, if anyone ever had any rea- 
son to trust in the flesh, he himself had 
more reason to do so. “If any other man 
thinketh that he hath whereof he might 
trust in the flesh, I more.” Indeed, Paul 
was trusting in the “flesh,” and was 
consequently a lost soul, in spite of his 
evident piety and religious zeal, until 
he met Christ on the Damascus road, 
and learned to trust in Him alone. What 
was the basis of Paul’s confidence in 
the “flesh” in his unsaved condition? He 
enumerates no less than seven grounds 
for this misplaced confidence, in the two 
following verses. Let us examine these 
seven points, and see their counterparts 
in the lives of many professing Chris- 
tians today—other lost souls, who are 
religious, but trusting in the “flesh.” 

The first point of his “confidence” in 
the flesh” which Paul mentions is, “cir- 
cumcised the eighth day” (v. 5). Cir- 
cumcision was unquestionably a divinely 
appointed sign of God’s covenant with 
Abraham and his descendants, according 
to Genesis 17. But God never intended 
circumcision to be a means of salvation. 
Unfortunately, Paul was trusting in his 
circumcision, until he met Christ. In 
our day, many branches of Christendom 
teach that circumcision has now been re- 
placed by baptism. Some, and not the 
least numerous, even go so far as to

N A recent German book, “Eine Hand- 
I voll Oliven aus Israel” (“A Handful 

of Olives from Israel’), by J. Jellinek, 
is'an account of Sabbathkeeping in Israel 
today which makes one think of the 
rigidity of our Lord’s time. First is de- 
scribed the various shrill noises of mod- 
ern city life with their accompanying 
bass undertones. Suddenly, a quarter 
hour before sundown, is heard the blow- 
ing of the Shofar horn announcing the 
impending rest time. Merchants let 
down their iron roll curtains, autos 
hasten to their goals, omnibuses are 
stormed by people seeking to get home 
before buses stop running. All life dies 
down and quiet prevails. 

Out come the “Watchers of the Sab- 
bath” onto the streets to see to it that the 
Sebbath is really kept. They are the ultra- 
orthodox. On weekdays they work as ma- 
sons, as laborers on highways, as keepers 
of little stores, or they are Talmud eru- 
dites living in little ghettos. Many have 
the corkscrew hairdo of the Pharisees, 
for the Law said, “Ye shall not round 
the corners of your heads” (Lev. 19: 
27). These “Sabbath zealots” are feared. 
They hurry purchasers into shops who 
are buying supplies for next day meals, 
demand the shutting up of stores, stop 
auto travel. An amusing account is 
given of such a zealot standing over an 
Arab shoeblack and insisting he end his 
polishing with only one shoe done. 
“Don’t you see the sun is going down,” 
he says, and points to the lowering 
shadow on a building. The shoeblack 
hangs his boxstrap over his shoulder 
and starts home. The watcher follows 
him with his eyes until he disappears 
into a house; then, himself, hastens to 
the synagogue. The streets are empty 
and still; twilight settles over Jerusalem. 
The watchers have fulfilled their obli- 
gations to the Law and to Adonai. 

Now it is significant that immediately 
before Christ’s fearful denunciation of 
the Pharisees for dwelling on the trivial 
traditions of men (Matt. 23), He formu- 
lates the two great Commandments on 
which hang all the Law and the prophets 
—absolute love of God and ‘of love of 
neighbor as of self. Phariseeism, mod- 
ern as ancient, largely reduces these 
absolutes to unreasonable rigidity in 
Sabbathkeeping. 


The “tsotsis” are the gangsters of 
South Africa, largely late teen-agers, 
and they are being reached by Evange- 
list Philip Molefe of Vereeniging, who 
five years ago was himself in that class, 
having been jailed in Pretoria for rob- 
bery. He heard the Gospel, turned to 
Christ, and was saved from a life of 
crime. For four years he has had train- 


ing in the Biblical Institute at Witbank 
and is now actively evangelizing among 
lawbreakers. 

Criminals give up their weapons (fif- 
teen have turned in daggers), stopped 
drinking, smoking, and gambling, and 
returned stolen goods. Thus a police 
wagon backed up to a church entrance 
one day to take away the stolen goods 
which converts had surrendered—a com- 
plete set of bedroom furniture, tools, 
water taps, garden tools, clothing, and 
nearly ‘two hundred knives, forks, and 
spoons. 

To provide a place where the new 
converts may meet, the evangelist and 
his fellow workers have built a church 
in Vereeniging. Twenty-five converted 
gangsters, among them a man released 
from jail after serving six years for mur- 
der, worked hard to finish the church. 
At the dedication, more than 1,500 peo- 
ple were present. 

“The people of Africa are hungry,” 
said Evangelist Molefe. “Nothing can 
satisfy them but the living Word of 
God.” At one of the largest baptismal 
services ever held in South Africa, 325 
converts testified to their new faith at 
the hands of the Rev. Philip Molefe. 


Notes of the Apostasy.—The betrayal 
on the mission field of evangelical Chris- 
tianity has been described to me by one 
who is loyal, and therefore has been 
edged out of the mission to which she 
was attached. For years she has con- 
tinued on the field in her own testimony 
and with her own little orphanage, but 
at grueling self-sacrifice. She writes: 


“I was born into evangelical Congrega- 
tionalism, and you can readily imagine 
the confusion, bewilderment, and pain 
wher Sunday school teachers and 
preachers attacked things more pre- 
cious to me than life. But I never ques- 
tioned the American Board [of foreign 
missions]. My ancestor was at Williams 
College at the time of the Haystack 
Party and my grandfather cared more 
for the Board then he did for his 
children, and left it more in his will. 

“When they began to send out Lib- 
erals (to the mission field) it did not (at 
first) hurt the natives because they (the 
Liberals) used evangelical terms... . 
They had their Bibles, and many noble 
Christians blossomed even under the 
‘modernist’ tree.” 

But this is so no longer. 

Well, the American Board, which at 
one time was the leading American for- 
eign missionary society, has fallen into 
the backgxgound, and one rarely hears of 
it. Other societies, loyal to Scripture

The MHuitzitzilingo congregation has 
erected a rock church that will seat eight 
hundred people. The brethren brought 
the rock and sand on their backs from 
a distance of two miles. 

At Piedra Hincada they have this year 
planted ninety quarts of corn, expect- 
ing a harvest that will yield some two 
to three thousand pesos for the support 
of their work. 

An Indian convert of Chalahuite 
raises chickens for the Lord, and for 
five successive years has brought one 
hundred pesos for the evangelistic work. 

In the village of Camocuautla, fa- 
natics killed one of the converts about 
three years ago. Now his fourteen- 
year-old son preaches in the same vil- 
lage to a large and attentive audience. 

Fanatic mobs entered a Gospel meet- 
ing in Coyocala and stabbed our beloved 
evangelist, Ricardo Garcia, to death. 
He prayed that God would forgive them, 
A month later, in a memorial service, 
twenty came forward volunteering to 
do their best to take up his soul-win- 
ning work. 

Another Indian evangelist in the state 
of Hidalgo was beaten by a mob and 
left for dead. “He crawied back and 
was nursed back to health in our hos- 
pital. One morning he came to say 
good-by to me. ‘I’m going back to 
where I was preaching to finish the work 
I started.’” 

An Indian who had accepted Christ 
asked that his new home be used as a 
church. He and his family moved into 
Three times 


date the people he brought to the serv- 
ice. 

“A dear Indian brother, a personal 
friend of mine, contracted tuberculosis. 
When he went to be with the Lord his 
wife said to me, ‘Before he came to know 
Christ our home had the atmosphere of 
the lower world. After he became a 
Christian it was a little heaven.’” 


Advance in Venezuela.—The Rev. John 
Van Kampen writes: “Six years of 
murder, church-closing and burning, 
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house burning, wholesale castration, 
closing of Christian schools, bombings, 
jailings, mobbings, and torture in Co- 
lombia, have increased the evangelical 
community from 30,000 to 120,000. The 
very cruelty and wickedness of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church have revealed to 
multitudes what is true Christianity.” 

Mr. Van Kampen illustrates the same 
thing from Venezuela, where he is evan- 
gelizing. Francisco Lievano, a_ fiery 
young Colombian evangelist, has been 
holding a month of meetings. So many 
accepted Christ that the priest was 
called hurriedly from a _ neighboring 
town. He is fresh from Spain, one of 
more than fifty Jesuits and Dominicans 
who have recently been sent to check 
‘the growth of Protestantism. 

The priest organized a procession, be- 
hind an image of Mary—young men 
loaded with rocks, lemons, and rotten 
eggs. Under his leadership they bom- 
barded the evangelicals for fifteen min- 
utes, screaming the while like demons. 
Then they withdrew for reloading and 
returned for fifteen minutes more of at- 
tack. Everyone kept his seat and Fran- 
cisco played his accordion and José his 
trumpet though covered with rotten eggs 
and Francisco blinded by a lemon. The 
procession departed screaming, “Long 
live the virgin!” 

But the reaction was not as expected, 
A district judge attending remarked: 
“So that is the kind of outfit I have 
maintained with an offering of $100 
yearly. Never a cent more to the Ro- 
man Catholic Church.” His daughter, a 
leader among Catholic youth, who had 
actually marched in the _ procession, 
came the next day to ask forgiveness and 
to accept Christ. “God showed me last 
night where true Christianity is.” Finally 
Ultimas Noticias (Latest News), the 
paper with the largest circulation in 
Venezuela, devoted a half page to a 
powerful account of the outrage, asking 
at the end what really the virgin would 
think of such proceedings. 

Meanwhile in Colombia plans are be- 
ing laid for the First Evangelical Con- 
gress of Colombia to be held in June, 
1956, in Bogota. Delegates are expected 
from every part of Colombia to the 
number of 25,000. Three great concen- 
trations, evangelistic in nature, will be 
held successively at Barranquilla in 
June, at Cali in July, and in Bogota 
later in July. In addition, every evan- 
. gelical church throughout the country 
will have its own special campaign. This 
commemorates the beginning of missions 
in Colombia by Presbyterian pioneer, 
Dr. H. B. Pratt, a century ago. 


General Association of Regular Bap- 
tists—Dr. Howard K. Gray, famous 
Mayo Clinic surgeon, who met death by 
accidental drowning last September, 
was an active member of the General 
Association of Regular Baptists, of Ro- 
chester, Minn., and a member of the 
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Advisory Board of the Association of 
Baptists for World Evangelism. His col- 
league at the Clinic, and co-member in 
the same church, writes: 

- “Our church, the Clinic, and indeed 
the entire city were profoundly shaken. 
We have lost not only a great surgeon 
but a great Christian.” 

Note that Lieutenant-General William 
K. Harrison, Jr., Commander in Chief of 
the Caribbean Command, is still a mem- 
ber of a suburban Washington church 
which is in the General Association of 
Regular Baptists, and that when he was 
stationed in Washington he taught a 
Bible class in that church. 

The General Association of Regular 
Baptists is separate from the American 
Baptist Convention because of the the- 
ological “liberalism” of the machine con- 
trolling that Convention. 

The Baptist Bulletin, organ of Regu- 
lar Baptists, tells the story of another of 
their members, a convert from Roman- 
ism and himself blind, who is conduct- 
ing an astonishing evangelistic work 
among the world’s blind. His name is

Ralph Montanus, and he is a member of 
the First Baptist Church, Flushing, 
N. Y. Fifteen thousand individuals and 
churches have made him and his Gos- 
pel Association for the Blind their 
agency in this field. Hundreds are com- 
ing to Christ from among the blind of 
forty-eight states and thirty-two coun- 
tries. In use are Braille tracts, a Braille 
monthly (the Gospel Messenger), tape 
recordings of sermons, Bible studies, 
hymns. For blind boys and girls are 
issued the Braille Pilot and dramatized 
Bible stories. To equip the blind for 
reaching other blind with the Gospel is 
a Bible Sunday School Quarterly and 
“What the Bible Teaches,” a Braille 
correspondence course. For the blind 
abroad, Gospel Recordings of Los An- 
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geles are used, in a thousand tongues. 


The Gospel broadcast, “Ralph and 
Bea” (Mr. and Mrs. Montanus), is rap- 
idly becoming one of the most popular 
in religious radio. 

The Northern Baptist Convention 
leaders preferred Shailer Mathews, Fos- 
dick, Nixon, and the rest to evangeli- 
cal loyalists. These three instances illus- 
trate what the Convention has lost 
thereby. 


German Pastor Paul Deitenbeck of 
Liidenscheid tells of seven wageworkers 
who are carrying on evangelistic serv- 
ices iri German factories with marked 
success. They are themselves employed 
all day long. The siren calls to the meet- 
ings which last a half hour and are held 
in the great machine room. Men and 
women sit on stools and boxes in the 
most informal fashion. There is simple 
personal testimony with song and trum- 
pet music. Now an apprentice speaks, 
again a foreman. “Up to the present 
the best imaginable experiences are re- 
ported. More than fifteen factories have 
already been entered.” 


Pastor Deitenbeck writes at length in 
Licht und Leben of Gospel hymns. “In 
late years they have been out of favor 
although a generation ago they had 
great vogue in Germany and were to 
many ‘the bridge over to conversion,’ 
having been heard everywhere in home, 
in factory, and on street. Now they are 
coming back again. Many Christians 
learned of the comfort and support Gos- 
pel hymns bring in bomb cellar and on 
the fighting front. They have learned 
that church chorales cannot, in postwar 
evangelization, take the place of simple 
melodious revival hymns. Of the last, 
one hears, ‘This hymn follows me to my 
work and into my sleep. We need 
hymns of faith whose music runs along 
with the rhythm of modern life in fac- 
tory and on street. 


“The plain man needs, for the uncon- 
scious pauses, believing hymns which are 
quickly learned. The test is not that of 
cultivated musical taste. Ninety per cent _ 
of our people cannot stand up to such 
tests. We need young pegple’s songs, 
songs of attack, triumphant songs of 
popular cHaracter, songs which bring 
Christians into personal contact with the 
Saviour, as with a living friend. 

“Many circles all over Germany are 
praying for a new revival. This longing | 
is in the air. Reduce radio listening and 
sing more of such hymns. Let us hear 
Gospel hymns coming from the windows 
out onto the streets. 

“We are not against the chorales; 
rather we honor and sing them. But 
since revival hymns have been depre- 
ciated, we plead for them the more in- 
sistently. Our church needs revival 
preaching and revival music. These 
hymns are not the swah song of a de- 
parting epoch, but are full of promise © 
for the future.”

teach that baptism is necessary to sal- 
vation, or that it confers salvation. This 
is known as baptismal regeneration. It 
is held in certain forms by some Prot- 
estant denominations, and is a dogma of 
the Roman Catholic Church, as well as 
of the Greek Orthodox and related 
churches. Romanist dogma affirms that 
baptism removes the stain of “original 
sin” (inherited sin), makes the individ- 
ual a child of God and of the Church, 
imparts an indelible mark, and confers 
what is known as “sanctifying grace.” 
It is significant that this “grace” is not 
called “justifying grace,” for the Roman 
Church specifically denies justification, 
in the Biblical sense, of the imputation 
of the righteousness of God to the be- 
liever. Yet this justification is the theme 
of Romans 4, and is the very heart of 
the Gospel. We shall have more to say 
about it, when we come to verse 9 of 
Philippians 3. 

The fact of the matter is that baptism, 
no matter how performed, can never 
save a soul. Certain Bible passages 
would seem, at first sight, to teach that 
baptism does save, for example: Romans 
6:3-6; Galatians 3:27; 1 Peter 3:21; Mark 
16:16. However, all these passages really 
refer to the baptism of the Holy Spirit, 
which all: true believers in Christ re- 
ceive at the moment they are saved, 
according to 1 Corinthians 12:13. The 
baptism of the Holy Spirit can and 
should be symbolized by water bap- 
tism, but the latter cannot save. The 
“washing of regeneration” of Titus 3:5 
is not baptism, but a spiritual bath, 
which corresponds to the ceremonial 
bath which the Israelite priest received 
once for all, when he was inducted into 
the priesthood (Exod. 29:4). Thereafter, 
he had to wash his hands and feet at 
the laver, every time he came to do 
service in the Tabernacle (Exod. 30:17- 
21). This explains why our Lord said 
to Peter, when washing the disciples’ 
feet, “He that is washed [literally, he 
that is bathed] needeth not save to wash 
his feet, but is clean every whit” (John 
13:10). We are born again, once for 
all, but we need daily cleansing of our 
spiritual feet, soiled by contact with 
this world of sin (1 John 1:7, 9). 

A word should be added concerning 
John 3:5, “Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God.” The Roman 
Church teaches that the water here re- 
ferred to is the water of baptism. If 
we had no other Bible passage on the 
subject, we also might be tempted to 
think. so, but we must compare Scripture 
with Scripture. We learn from at least 
two passages (Jas. 1:18 and 1 Pet. 1:23) 
that we are born again by the Word of 
God. We also find that the Word of 
God is symbolized by water, in Ephe- 
sians 5:26 and Isaiah 55:10, 11. We con- 
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clude therefore that the meaning of John 
3:5 is that the Holy Spirit is the Agent 
who effectuates our new birth; and that 
the Word of God, symbolized by water, 
is the instrument He uses. This is also 
borne out by the fact that the Gospel 
of Christ is the power of God unto sal- 
vation, to every one that believeth 
(Rom. 1:16); and by the fact that faith 
cometh by the Word of God (Rom. 
10:17). 


The second point of Paul’s “confidence 
in the flesh” was this: he was “of the 
stock of Israel.” The Bible clearly 
teaches in both Old and New Testa- 
ments (e.g., Rom 11:1) that Israel is 
God’s chosen people. It was a great 
privilege to be an Israelite (Rom. 3:1, 2; 
9:4, 5), but not all. Israelites were saved 
souls. We must distinguish between Is- 
rael’s election as a nation, and the ques- 
tion of individual salvation. After he 
was saved, and enlightened on this ques- 
tion, Paul wrote, in Romans 9:6, “For 
they are not all Israel, which are of 
Israel.” In other words, every Israelite 
is not a child of God, for that requires 
personal faith. Our Lord had many 
sharp controversies with His contem- 
poraries. In one of the sharpest of 
these, recorded in John 8, the Jews said 
to Christ, “Abraham is our father” (v. 
39). Our Saviour denied that these en- 
emies of His were Abraham’s “children,” 
for they showed no spiritual resemblance 
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to Abraham (v. 39). On the contrary, 
they were trying to kill our Lord (vy. 
40), and finally succeeded im doing so, 
He admitted that these Jews were Abra- 
ham’s “seed” (v. 37), that is, the physi- 
cal descendants of Abraham, but af- 
firmed that their spiritual father was 
the Devil himself (v. 44). We see thus 
that it is not sufficient, as Paul mis- 
takenly thought before his conversion, 
te belong to the chosen race. 

Just as Paul was trusting in the “flesh” 
in counting on his identification with the 
people of God (Israel), so millions to- 
day are trusting in their membership 
in one or another of the great branches 
of the nominal Christian Church. This 
is particularly true of Catholics, who 
assume that they belong to the one true 
Church, founded by Jesus Christ, and 
continuing uninterruptedly down to the 
present time. There are also Protestants 
who think that, because they are Protes- 
tants, they are “right” with God. This 
is “confidence in the flesh,” and cannot 
save the soul. A friend of mine re- 
cently asked a Catholic on what she 
was counting to get to Heaven. She 
replied, “On my religion.” Religion 
never saved anyone. The answer this 
lady should have given is, “I am count- 
ing on Jesus Christ alone, for He died 
for my sins, and rose again.” This soul 
was evidently lost.

pe ago this writer suffered an 
unfortunate accident in Poland, be- 
ing thrown from a horse-drawn cart on 
a dusty highway. It resulted in a com- 
pound fracture with serious complica- 
tions. When.at last, bleeding profusely 
and semiconscious, he was picked up 
by an ambulance and taken to a hos- 
pital, it turned out to be a Roman Cath- 
olic institution. He was put in a large 
ward, dominated by a shrine dedicated 
to the Virgin Mary. Her life-size statue 
seemed to reign over the big hospital 
ward. 

This writer was put right next to the 
shrine, watching the statue and smelling 
the profusion of flowers. The healing of 
the severe wounds took a long time. 
Being sick and anxious for prayer and 
Christian fellowship, he listened very 
attentively to the evening devotions con- 
ducted by the nuns who were the nurses 
of the hospital. But was there in that 
devotion anything about our Lord, His 
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mercy, His salvation? Oh, no, just a 
long litany exalting the supernatural 
virtues and glories of Mary! Here is a 
part of it:

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 
Approach to the Lesson 


Y WAY of introduction we should 
B notice that Peter wrote his First 

Epistle to a group of Christians 
seattered over a fairly wide territory 
(1:1). The regions mentioned in his 
salutation were all in what we know 
today as Asia Minor, a section that saw 
much of the Apostle Paul’s labors. 

Since Peter was essentially the apos- 
tle to the Jews, he doubtless had those 
of his own nation especially in view, but 
it would be presumption to say that 
those to whom he wrote were all Jews. 
We know that in the churches outside 
Judaea there was a great mingling of 
Jews and Gentiles. At any rate the 
teaching of the Epistle is just as good 
for believing Gentiles as for believing 
Jews, 

Chapter five, verse thirteen, seems to 
hint that the Letter was written from 
Babylon. But what is meant by Baby- 
lon? In Roman Catholic editions a foot- 
note reads, “That is Rome,” and many 
besides Roman Catholics believe that 


_ Peter thus referred to the capital city 


of the Roman Empire. Others believe 
that Peter was actually writing from the 
territory in which ancient Babylon was 
situated, and from a community which 
bore the ancient name. It will be noticed 
that the words, “church that is,” in this 
verse are in italics, indicating that they 
were supplied by the translators. The 
Greek reads simply, “She at Babylon 

.” Since church (ekklesia) is femi- 
hine, the reference could be to a church

in the community, or it could be to some 
well-known woman whose identity 
would be immediately recognized by 
those to whom the Letter was written. 
It has even been suggested that the ref- 
erence was to Peter’s wife. 

It is interesting to notice that Mark 
(Marcus) was with him at the time, and 
may have been, indeed, his amanuensis 
in the writing of the Letter. It is a well- 
known fact that John Mark, after the 
dispute between Barnabas and Paul re- 
garding his accompanying them (Acts 
15: 37-39), traveled with his Uncle Barna- 
bas and later with Peter. He was known 
to the church fathers as the interpreter 
of Peter, and it is believed that he ob- 
tained from Peter much of what is writ- 
ten in the Gospel according to St. Mark. 

Another point of interest is his use 
of the word “elect,” or “eleéted.” He 
uses it in chapter one, verse two, in ref- 
erence to those to whom he is writing, 
and he uses it in chapter five, verse 
thirteen, with respect to the church, or 
the individual, at Babylon, whichever it 
may have been. Whether east or west, 
the saints are the elect of God. 


Verse by Verse 

1 Pet. 1:3—“. .. God... hath be- 
gotten us... unto a lively hope by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ...” In this 
full verse we have (1) the Father-Son 
relation within the Godhead, (2) the 
mercy of. God, the fountain of our sal- 
vation, (3) our regeneration attributed 
to the resurrection of Christ, and (4) 
the fact that the new birth makes us 
the children of living hope, no longer 


of despair. 
Verse 4—“To an inheritance incor- 
ruptible ... undefiled . . . reserved in 


heaven .. .” Birth into the family of 
God involves.an inhéritance, and here 
its character is presented as exactly the 
opposite of an earthly inheritance—no 
seeds of corruption, nothing defiling, and 
not fading like the glory of earth. More- 
over, it is kept where thieves cannot 
break through and steal (Matt. 6:20). 

Verse 5.—“. . . kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation... 
in the last time.” While the inheritance 
is kept for us, we are kept for the in- 
heritance—and here the word suggests 
personal guardianship in view of salva- 
tion in its still future aspect. This is 
comforting in view of .5:8. 

Verse 6.—“. . . rejoice ... in heavi- 
ness ,through manifold temptations.” 
This divine guardianship is a cause of 
rejoicing even in the midst of those de- 
pressing trials which are needed as part 
of the disciplinary and _ perfecting 
process. 

Verse 7.—“That the trial of your faith 

. « more precious than of gold... 
praise and honour and glory at the ap- 
pearing of Jesus Christ.” For “trial” 
read “proving,” which has in mind the 
issue, not only the means. The K.J.V. 
gives the impression that it is the trial 
of the faith which is more precious than 
the trial of gold, but the comparison is 
really between faith and the most re- 
fined gold. The proving of faith has 
a happy issue! 

Verse 8.—“Whom having not seen, ye 
love ... believing... joy unspeakable 
and full of glory.” See John 20:29, a 
scene which Peter witnessed. Faith is 
the root of a joy which this world can- 
not know. The old adage, “Seeing is 
believing,” does not hold good here, 
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Verse 9.—“Receiving . . . the salvation 
of your souls.” This is salvation in pres- 
ent, continuous experience, in answer to 
present, continuous faith. 

Chap. 5:6.—“‘Humble yourselves ... 
that he may exalt you in due time.” 
This is a logical exhortation following 
the statement at the end of verse 5. The 
“mighty hand” is able to cast down the 
proud and to exalt the lowly. But all 
in His own time. 

Verse 7.—“Casting all your care upon 
him; for he careth for you.” See Psalm 
55:22; Matthew 6:25. This “casting” is a 
deliberate act. The reason is that God 
makes us His care (not anxiety!). 

Verse 8—‘“Be sober, be vigilant; be- 
cause ... the devil... walketh about, 
seeking whom he may devour.” “Sober” 
means in proper control. An excitable 
spirit is as dangerous as lack of watch- 
fulness in view of the activities of our 
enemy. Whatever clothing he may wear 
at times, Satan is still a destructive 
monster. 

Verse 9.—“Whom resist stedfast in the 
faith ... the same afflictions . . . in your 
brethren .. .” Our standing up against 
Satan must not be in self-confidence, 
but in rocklike faith. Such afflictions as 
we endure are part of the lot of the 
great “brotherhood” to which we be- 
long. We help our brethren, then, when 
we stand fast. 

Verse 10—“But the God of all grace 

. after that ye have suffered a while, 
make you perfect .. .” The little while 
of suffering is in preparation for the 
glory to which God’s grace has called 
us, and is also part of the means of re- 
pairing our defects, strengthening our 
weakness, and curing our instability. 

Verse 11.—“To him be glory and do- 
minion for ever and ever. Amen.” A 
doxology to “the God of all grace” in 
recognition of His right to pre-eminence 
in view of His gracious work on our 
behalf. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

In our two lesson portions we have a 
study in reverse order. In the first chap- 
ter the Apostle Peter presents our happy 
condition as children of God, and then 
introduces a strange note of suffering. 
In the fifth chapter he presents the con- 
flict and sufferings of the saint, and in- 
terjects into it a note of triumph. We 
shall consider these two. 

In the first chapter we see ourselves 
as the objects of God’s abundant mercy 
as His begotten children on the ground 
of the resurrection of Christ, and as,men 
whose birth from above has made us 
possessors of a sure and living hope 
(1:3). As children we are heirs, so the 
apostle presents to us the nature of our 
inheritance. Over against the corrupti- 
ble, defiled, and fading inheritances of 
this world ours is incorruptible, unde- 
filed, and unfading. Moreover, there is 
no possibility of its being wrested from

us by theft or legal trickery, for it is 
reserved in Heaven for us (v. 4). In ad- 
dition to all this we enjoy the personal 
guardianship of God who devotes His 
omnipotence to that task, by which we 
are assured that we shall reach the goal 
of eternal salvation. All this is enough 
to make us rejoice with exceeding great 
joy. But it is right here that Peter 
speaks of our experience of “heaviness 
through manifold temptations” (v. 6). 
These temptations are not necessarily 
inducements to evil, but they include any. 
circumstance which constitutes a test or 
a trial. This suffering, however, is pur- 
poseful. It is intended to prove our 
faith, and at the same time to refine it, 
even as gold is refined in the fire. God 
wants to make demonstration of our 
faith in that great day when we shall 
stand before our Saviour, but even now 
as we keep on believing in the face of 
our trials, we shall experience increas- 
ingly the progress of that salvation of 
which our faith at first laid hold. 

In the fifth chapter the apostle calls 
te a life of self-control and vigilance 
because we have not only a Saviour 
but also an Adversary, ravening for 
the prey. He may, indeed, appear at 
times as an angel of light, but he is 
always a lion, stalking those whom he 
thinks he can destroy. Instability and 
negligence alike make us easy prey, but

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if, sober and watchful, we stand up 
against him, not in any confidence in the 
flesh, but fully trusting our triumphant 
Saviour, we shall find ourselves “more 
than conquerors through him that loved 
us” (Rom, 8:37). 

This is no unusual experience, Peter 
reminds us, but is common to the entire 
Christian brotherhood. We should not 
allow it, therefore, to appall us, but 
remember that it is only part of the 
preparation for that eternal glory to 
which we have been called, even as it is 
part of the discipline by which we are 
repaired, strengthened, and matured. 
Even in the presence of 6ur enemy, 
therefore, we should be able to sing a 
doxology to our God and Saviour, whose 
are the glory, and- the dominion forever 
and ever.

Topics for Development 

Recalling Incidents. A good many 
times in Peter’s letters we run across 
statements which recall incidents re- 
corded in the Gospels, and which it is 
almost certain Peter would have in mind 
when he wrote. For instance, when in 
chapter one, verse eight, he wrote, “Whom 
having not seen, ye love; in whom, 
though now ye see him not, yet believ- 
ing, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable 
and full of glory,” he must have been 
remembering the scene in the upper 
room. Here doubting Thomas, who had 
dogmatically affirmed that he would not 
believe that Jesus was risen from the 
dead unless he had the evidences of his 
own senses, found himself face to face 
with the risen Saviour, and was invited 
to put his finger, in’ the nail-pierced 
palms of Jesus’ hands, and thrust his 
hand into His side where was the spear 
wound. Unbelief vanished, and then 
came the gentle reproof of the Saviour, 
“Because thou hast seen me, thou hast 
believed: blessed are they that have not 
seen, and yet have believed” (John 20: 
29). We shall see much better for be- 
lieving more. 

In chapter five, verse six, Peter ex- 
horts us to humble ourselves under the 
mighty hand of God, but immediately 
before that he has given us this, “be 
clothed with humility: for God resist- 
eth the proud, and giveth grace to the 
humble.” That word, “be clothed with 
humility,” refers to the apron worn by 
bond servants when engaged in menial 
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tasks, and there ‘can be no doubt ‘that 
Peter wrote these words with a picture 
before his eyes—the picture of Jesus 
wearing a towel as an apron and stoop- 
ing to wash the feet of His disciples, in- 
cluding Peter. That was when Peter 
affirmed emphatically, “Thou shalt never 
wash my feet” (John 13:8)—but He did! 
And from that incident Peter learned to 
gird himself for humble service, and 
passed on the exhortation to us. 


Practical Applications 

Think more of the inheritance “re- 
served in heaven for you,” and you will 
be less bound to the uncertain posses- 
sions of earth (1 Pet. 1:4). 

Your final salvation does not depend 
upon your perseverance, but upon the 
mighty guardianship of God (1:5). This 
should put iron into your’ perseverance. 

Have you learned the secret of rejoic- 
ing even in heaviness? (1:6.) 

See and believe, says the world; be- 
lieve and you shall see, says God (1:8). 

Resist God, and He will resist you 
with a mighty hand; resist the Devil (in 
steadfast faith) and he will run. Sub- 
mit to God, and He will lift you up; 
submit to the Devil, and he will destroy 
you (5:5, 6, 8, 9). 


Golden Text 

1 Pet. 5:7.—“Casting all your care upon 
him; for he careth for you.” Two things 
should be observed about the “casting.” 
The verb form in the Greek indicates a 
deliberate act—an act of faith, of course. 
And this deliberate act is to include all 
our cares. The reason is good and suffi- 
cient. God has made us His care.

After the Lesson.—Young Christians 
enjoy lilting Gospel songs that tell the 
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delights of a Christian experience. They 
lustily sing, “I’m living on the mountain, 
underneath a cloudless sky,” and similar 
sentiments; but experience soon teaches 
us a Christian life is not all sunshine. 
It is “joy and suffering blent.” That ap- 
pears in our lesson. Peter writes of 
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his readers as greatly rejoicing in their 
salvation though they were “in heavi- 
ness through manifold temptations [vari- 
ous trials].” 

You cannot be happy and heavy at the 
same time, because happiness largely 
depends on what happens to you, and 
when unpleasant things come you may 
be heavy of heart. Yet Christian joy 
survives. In some parts of the sea a 
strong current on the surface may move 
one way while deep below, a strong cur- 
rent runs another way. So it is with 
tried Christians. Dark waves of heavi- 
ness may roll on the surface of life, yet 
in the depths of the soul a strong under- 
current of joy still flows. The better 
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we know Christ and His salvation, the 
more we trust and obey Him, the more 
we feed on God’s promises and anticipate 
our heavenly prospects, the stronger will 
flow the undercurrent of our joy. Our 
Lord was a “man of sorrows,” yet in the 
face of Gethsemane and Calvary He 
spoke of His joy (John 15:11). When, 
like Him, we put the Father’s will first, 
joy will dwell deep in our souls, what- 
ever happens.

The Busy Men’s Comer

“Blessed be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ...” (1 Pet. 1:3). 
—It is the highest privilege of the be- 
liever to bless the Father—in other 
words, to praise, worship, and adore 
Him. He has blessed us with all spir- 
itual blessings in the heavenlies in 
Christ; and He has a perfect right to 
expect us to bless Him. 

Melchizedek blessed “the most high 
God” (Gen. 14:20), so we know it is 
a priestly function to bless the Father. 
Believers constitute a holy and royal 
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priesthood (1 Pet. 2:5-9). When we bless 
the Father, we are offering up a spir- 
itual sacrifice—the “fruit of our lips” 
(Heb. 13:15). 

This word translated “blessed” is that 
from which we get our English words 
“eulogy” and “eulogize.” I like it when 
called. to speak at a funeral, if the close 
relatives say, “If you are going to eulo- 
gize the. deceased, let it be _ brief, 
please.” No restriction is placed upon 
believers in eulogizing the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. How much we have 
to praise Him for; yet, after all, how 
little we give Him! 

“. . . which according to his abundant 
mercy hath begotten us again...” (1 
Pet. 1:3).—He is “rich in mercy,” and 
His mercy “endureth for ever.” And it 
is of His mercy that anyone is born 
again. We have forfeited what claim 
we might have had on Him because of 
our sins. How believers should praise 
Him for His abundant mercy, according 
to which He has begotten us again unto 
a living hope by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead! : 

The words have special reference to 
Israelites whose hope of a national re- 
generation died when their Messiah was 
crucified; but they also have an appli- 
cation to us today. (Israel’s hope shall 
yet be realized.) e 

A professional diver said he had in 
his house what would probably strike 
a visitor as being a@# very strange orna- 
ment—the shells of an oyster holding 
fast a piece of printed paper. The pos- 
sessor of this ornament was diving one 
day and observed at the bottom of the 
sea this oyster on a rock, with the piece 
of paper in its mouth, which he de- 
tached, and commenced to read through 
the goggles of his headdress. It was a 
Gospel tract, and, coming to him so 
strangely and unexpectedly, so im- 
pressed him, that he said, “I can hold 
out against God’s mercy in Christ no 
longer, since it pursues me thus.” He 
became, while in the ocean’s depth, a 
repentant, converted, and forgiven man! 

“To an inheritance incorruptible, and 
undefiled ...” (1 Pet. 1:4).—The Israel- 
ites entertained the hope of having Pal- 
estine as their inheritance. Because of 
their sins, the land became defiled, and 
they were taken captive to their enemies’ 
lands; and their hope faded away. 

The inheritance of believers is “re- 
served in heaven”—not on earth—hence 
there is no possibility of its being cor- 
rupted, nor of its fading away. And 
believers—the heirs—are being “kept 
by the power of God through faith unto 
salvation ready to be revealed.” 

The word “salvation”—of “deliver- 
ance”’—used here, carries us on in 
thought to the final aspect of it—com- 
plete deliverance from even the pres- 
ence of sin. Our salvation in Christ is 
for both soul and body. A believer can 
rejoice now in the salvation of his own 
soul; but he looks forward to the com- 
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ing of the Lord for the salvation, or 
deliverance, of his body from all that 
the flesh is heir to. (See Phil, 3:20, 21; 
1 Cor. 15:51-58.) 

A bright, young girl of fifteen was 


» suddenly paralyzed on one side and 


nearly blind. She heard the family doc- 
tor say to her parents standing by the 
bedside: “She has seen her best days, 
poor child!” “No, Doctor,” she ex- 
claimed, “my best days are yet to come, 
when I shall see the King in His beauty.” 

The Apostle Paul said ,we believers 
“groan within ourselves,” but it is only 
done while “waiting for the adoption, to 
wit, the redemption of our body” (Rom. 
8:23). 


“... though now for a season... ye 
are in heaviness .. .” (1 Pet. 1:6).— 
While Christians go rejoicing on their 
way to Glory, they are not immune to 
trials.. It is possible for a genuine child 
of God to be “in heaviness through mani- 
fold temptations” or trials. Thank God, 
the trials are only “for a season.” For 
some saints the season may seem long 
—for others short. But “all the toils 
of the road will seem nothing when we 
get to the end of the way!” Beecher 
once said: “Man is the iron and God is 
the smith; and we are always either in 
the, forge or on the anvil. God is shap- 
ing us for higher things.” 


“The trial of your faith, being much 
more precious than.of gold ...” (1 Pet. 
1:7).—This is the first of Peter’s series 
of precious things. Precious faith, pre- 
cious blood (1:19), precious stone (2:4), 
precious Christ (2:7), and precious 
promises (2 Pet. 1:4). 

I have smiled more than once over 
what Martin Luther said about the gifted 
and godly Philip Melancthon: “St. Paul 
was constrained to bear on his body the 
sting or thorn of the flesh, to preserve 
him from haughtiness. And if Philip 
Melancthon were not now and then 
plagued in such sort as he is, he would 
have strange conceits!” 


' “Casting all your care upon him” (1 
Pet. 5:7).—Or as Phillips renders it: 
“You can rest the weight of all your 
anxieties upon Him, for you are always 
in His care.” 

Two sisters were itinerating in a 
lonely mountain village in Japan, and 
night was coming on as they started to 
return home. They committed them- 
selves into the hands of the Lord, and felt 
certain He would see them through. As 
they were about to enter a thick forest, 
they saw two suspicious looking men in 
front of them and they felt that these 
two characters meant mischief. And as 
they again prayed to the Lord to stand 
by them, there came a great Newfound- 
land dog in front of them. It stepped 
between the women and the men and 
barked fiercely at the men as if to tear 
them in pieces, and chased them away. 
The dog guided the sisters directly all 
the remaining three miles right to their 
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door. Then stepping inside the dog lay 
all night on the floor keeping vigil. In 
the morning it went away as mysteri- 
ously as it had appeared.

AY, fellows, you could nowhere find 

more profitable reading than that con- 
tained in Simon Peter's Letters written to 
struggling Christians, both Jews and 
Gentiles. s aim was to help them in 
their temptations and in their efforts 
to live the Christian life by looking to 
Jesus Christ for strength and endur- 
ance. They were suffering intense per- 
secution, and Peter certainly knew what 
that was. “Suffering” is the keyword 
for this First Epistle; some form of the 
word occurs fifteen times in the five 
short chapters. Peter understood so well 
how Satan used persecution, hardships, 
and cruelties to discourage those Chris- 
tians so lately converted, and he spoke 
to them out of his own tragic experi- 
ence with Satan. Here he is warning in 
chapter 5:8, “Be sober, be vigilant; be- 
cause your adversary the devil, as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seeking 
whom he may devour: whom resist sted- 
fast in the faith .. .” 

Let us use the remainder of our les- 
son time considering this “adversary 
the devil.” The Lord Jesus first warned 
Peter of the Devil’s subtle power. It 
was at the Last Supper that He said to 
Peter, “Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath 
desired to have you, that he may sift 
you as wheat: but I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not: and when 
thou art converted, strengthen thy breth- 
ren.” Peter replied, “Lord, I am ready 
to go with thee, both into prison, and 
to death.” Then Jesus said, “I tell thee, 
Peter, the cock shall not crow this day, 
before that thou shalt thrice deny that 
thou knowest me.” And that was true, 
for that very night Peter, in spite of 
his boast, denied his Lord and cursed 
and swore as he did so. Satan just took 
Peter and shook him like a terrier 
would a rat. And Satan can do that 
to you and to me, if we are not on 
guard, and if we are not depending upon 
the power of Christ, who is the only one 
who can overcome Satan. 

Satan is a person. He is a person, even 
as you and I are persons; even as the 
Lord Jesus Christ or the Holy Spirit 
is a person. The Lord Jesus recognized 
him as a person and spoke to him in the 
same language that He used in talking 
to the disciples. And he is a very won- 
derful person. He is smarter, more pow- 


erful, has greater endurance, greater 


knowledge than any human being on 
earth, or any group of human beings, 
or any army, or any nation, or group 
of nations. He is superhuman, He has 
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had vast experience, and that counts in a 
contest. He has had dealings with more 
than a hundred and fifty generations. 
He knows human weakness and how 
to deal with it to break it down. 


Though he is a person he is a spirit, 
and therefore invisible. That gives him 
a distinct advantage, for he can slip up 
to you and whisper things into your ear 
before you are aware of his presence— 
thoughts which you would not dare to 
utter with your tongue. 

Satan’s approach is always logical at 
first, offering something that will give 
enjoyment, satisfactions. Satan-is one 
of the most logical persons in the -world. 
Think twice before you accept a propo- 
sition because it seems logical. He spe- 
cializes in logic. 

Still another power Satan has is to 
incarnate himself in other beings—even 
humans. He did that when he tried to 
tempt the Lord Jesus to turn away from 
the cross. He got on the inside of Peter 
and used Peter’s tongue to rebuke Jesus 
Christ for saying that He must be killed. 
And the Lord Jesus turned upon Peter 
and said, “Get thee behind me, Satan: 
for thou savourest not the things that 
be of God, but the things that be of 
men” (Mark 8:31-33). Think of it: the 
Lord Jesus called Peter “Satan.” Satan 
can incarnate himself in your best 
friend; he has that power, and uses it 
constantly. He usually comes in some 
disguise, and always with stealth. When 
Peter calls him “a roaring lion” he does 
not mean by that to imply that he gives 
warning of his approach. The “roaring 
lion” indicates his fierce and ruthless 
cruelty when he has once captured you. 


Fellows, Satan is your arch enemy, 
as he is also the arch enemy of Jesus 
Christ; and Christ is the only one who 
has ever outwitted and overcome him. 
“Looking unto Jesus” as your defender 
from Satan’s power, you will be safe.

ERE is a talk to be given to some- 
one for next Sunday:

Psalm 15 started with David's question, 
“Lord, who shall abide in thy tabernacle? 
who shall dwell in thy holy hill?” Verse 4 
is still part of the answer to that question, 
It says, “In whose eyes a vile person is 
contemned; but he honoureth them that 
fear the Lord. He that sweareth to his 
own hurt, and changeth not.” To “con- 
temn” someone means just the opposite of 
to honor him. The Christian is to show 
disapproval of everything that is bad or vile, 
He is to show honog or respect to those 
who fear the Lord. Ungodly people do the 
opposite, They laugh at dirty jokes and 
despise those who fear God, But those on 
their way to Heaven are to show their dis- 
approval of people who indulge -in vile 
words and ways, and their admiration for 
those who fear the Lord, 
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Let us begin this morning with the 
talks two of you have for us. Now let 
us all say Psalm 15:1-3 together. How 
well you know these verses! Today we 
will review the card we learned some time 
ago, “The Resurrection.” Our newest 
member may ask the questions and the 
rest of us will try to answer them. 

Last Sunday we thought about the 
glorified saints we are going to be with 
in Heaven. Our lesson today should 
help us to feel more acquainted with 
Peter, who was’one of those, “of whom 
the world was not worthy.” 

The topic for today’s study is, “Wit- 
nessing Under Difficulties.” Peter surely 
did that himself, and his First Epistle 
was written to other Christians who 
were suffering because of their having 
witnessed ‘for Christ. 

You remember how, shortly after the 
Lord Jesus ascended to Heaven, Peter 
and John” healed a lame man at the 
beautiful gate of the Temple? As they 
preached to those who gathered as a 
result of the miracle, they were arrested 
and taken off to prison. Before they 
were let go next day, they were com- 
manded not to speak any more in the 
name of Jesus, and threatened with 
severe punishment if they did. But they 
kept right on witnessing for Christ. The 
next time they were imprisoned for 
preaching the Gospel, they were cruelly 
beaten before they were released. But 
still they kept on witnessing for Christ. 
Now read Acts 12:1-5. This time the 
authorities did not plan to release Peter 
at all, but to kill him as they had al- 
ready killed the Apostle James. But 
the night before he was to be executed, 
God sent an angel to deliver him. Set 
free, he went on witnessing for his Lord 
no matter what suffering threatened 
him. When we meet him in Heaven, I’m 
sure he will be able to tell us many more 
adventures that he had and things that 
he endured rather than to stop wit- 
nessing for Christ. He was finally mar- 
tyred for Christ. Some day we shall see 
him receive the crown of life which 
the Lord is going to give to all those 
who are “faithful unto death.” 

Read 1 Peter 1:1. This Epistle was 
written to the Christians who had been 
driven from Jerusalem by persecution. 
They were scattered throughout many 
different parts of the world. Let us try 
to picture their condition: Suppose we 
had to leave our homes, our friends, 
and everything we are used to, in order 
to escape being killed just because we 
are Christians. Even in the new place 
to which we moved we would not be 
welcome, because we were Christians, as 
well as because we were foreigners. 
That is the position these first century 
believers were in. Read verses 2-6. How 
encouraging these words must have been 
to these scattered and persecuted Chris- 
tians. They would remind them that 
they had been chosen by God, that they 
were loved by His people, and that they 
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had a living hope because Jesus had 
risen from the dead. 

Peter further reminded them that they 
had a heavenly inheritance which they 
could never lose. They had already lost 
their earthly inheritance for Christ's 
sake, but they had a far better one re- 
served for them in Heaven for which 
they themselves were being kept by the 
power of God! 

Verse 7 reminds me of a girl who 
found out what it means. Gwen ac- 
cepted Christ during her second night 
at Bible camp. Every night after that 
she asked me to come and pray with 
her before she went to bed. At that 
camp, the mail was handed out each 
evening at the supper table. Gwen al- 
ways waited eagerly, hoping to hear her 
name called among the others, but it 
never was. One evening she left the 
table in tears because she had not got- 
ten a letter, although by this time she 
had written three to her mother. When 
I went to talk to her, she said she had 
prayed and prayed for a letter, but still 
not one had come. I showed her 1 Peter 
1:10 and told her that if she could look

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up to the Lord Jesus and say, “I don’t 
know why You didn’t answer my 
prayer, but I will trust You anyway,” 
He would be more pleased with that 
than with anything else she could 
give Him. Gwen did that, and although 
she did not get any letter while at the 
conference, she had a bright, happy face 
and showed growing love for the Lord 
and joy in Him. Verse 8 was becoming 
true of her. Is it true of us? When we 
suffer for Christ or trust Him in times 
of difficulty, we grow in grace. 

Now shall we turn to 1 Peter 5:6-11. 
Let us make a list of the things we are 
told to do here: (1) Humble ourselves, 
(2) Cast our cares on the Lord, (3) Be 
sober, not glum, but the opposite of 
“silly,” (4) Be watchful, (5) Resist the 
Devil. The Devil tempts us to be dis- 
couraged when we meet difficulties, but 
we are to resist him, knowing that our 
God is the God of all comfort and en- 
couragement, 

In spite of all their difficulties and 
suffering the early Christians witnessed 
for the Lord. If they had not, how 
would the Gospel ever have reached us? 
The message of salvation was brought 
to our ancestors at a great cost. How 
thankful we can be for the believers 
who gave up their homes and comforts 
and sometimes even their lives that we 
might hear the Gospel! If we witness 
for Christ fafthfully, it will bring some 
difficulties to us and some loss of popu- 
larity, but these are very small beside 
the price others paid, down through the 
ages, that we might hear the Gospel.

OU have been trying to live and look 

like a Christian this last week. Did 
anyone make fun of you for being a 
Christian? Did anyone punish or hurt 
you for talking about the Lord? Does 
the: Bible have anything to say about 
that? Oh, yes, Robert has a letter! 


Dear Robert: If you are made fun of 
for the name of Christ, good for you! 
The Spirit of glory, the Spirit of God, 
is resting on you. Don’t any of you suf- 
fer for killing someone, stealing, doing 
wrong, or bossing others. But if any of 
you suffers for being a Christian, he 
should not feel ashamed, but bring 
honor to God by this name (1 Pet. 4: 
14-16). 

PETER. 

Dear Dorothy: Humble yourselves 
under the strong hand of God so that 
He may raise you to honor at the right 
time. Put all your worry onto Him, 
because He takes care of you (1 Pet. 
5:6, 7). 

PETER. 

Dear Ronald: God Himself has said, 
“T will never let you go or leave you.” 
So we dare say: “The Lord is my 
helper. I will not be,afraid. What can 
people do to me?” (Heb. 13:5, 6.) 


Did Peter know from experience what 
he was writing about? (His sad experi- 
ence before He had the Holy Spirit, at 
the Lord’s trial, will be known. His 
experiences in Acts 4 and 5 may be re- 
called, and Acts 5:40, 41 read. His 
prison experience will probably be fa- 
miliar, but read Acts 12:1-6 to include 
Jarhes as well as Peter. Note that the 
Lord can deliver through death as well 
as from it. Note Peter’s calm trust as 
he humbly left the decision of life or 
death in his case to the Lord, and went 
to sleep.) 

Can even a child feel as sure of the 
Lord’s care and protection? Behind the 
Iron Curtain, children are being taught 
not to believe in God. One day the chil- 
dren in one school had to rise and say, 
“There is no God.” An eight-year-old 
girl would not do so. The teacher was 
very upset about it, and told the girl 
to go heme and write, “There is no God,” 
fifty times, and bring it next morning. 
What would you do? Remember this 
was not in America but where Com- 
munists had control and anything might 
happen to her and her family. Her 
mother prayed. The girl sat down and 
wrote, “There is a God.” Next morning 
the teacher flew into a rage about it 
and told her to write, “There is no God,” 
five hundred times, or else ——! The 
girl did not seem to worry. She knew 
God would take care of her. Next morn- 
ing her father went to school with her, 
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It was serious now. But what do you 
think? That teacher had been killed 
in a motorcycyle accident! ! 

“The Lord is my helper, and I will not 
fear what man shall do unto me” (Heb. 
13:6, Memory Verse). 

Suppose the girl had wanted to find 
this precious promise in their Bible (if 
the family had one). Could you show 
her where to look for Hebrews? In the 
New Testament first come the story- 
books about our Lord (Matthew, Mark, 
Luke, John) and His apostles (Acts). 
Can all of you find them? Then come 
Paul’s Letters (Romans to Philemon). 
Hebrews was probably written by Paul, 
too, but his name is not in the Letter 
so we cannot be absolutely sure. One 
Letter by James (not the James who 
was killed), two Letterseby Peter, three 
Letters by John, one short Letter by 
Jude. Can you find them all? Last 
comes the Revelation, which has some 
letters straight from the Lord Himself. 
You may have a letter from some of 
these in our mailbox next week.

T IS not always easy to be a Chris- 

tian. No, indeed! Sometimes Chris- 
tians cannot have things that other 
people have. Sometimes it is not pos- 
sible for Christians to go where other 
people go. Sometimes Christians are 
laughed at by those who are not Chris- 
tians. And that is not easy.- But these 
things, while they may be difficult, can- 
not compare with what it means to be 
murdered simply because you love the 
Lord Jesus! Sad to say, many hundreds 
and thousands of people have been mur- 
dered for that very reason. 

Missionaries have been killed because 
of their love for the Lord Jesus. They 
have gone to some foreign land where 
the food is different, the houses are dif- 
ferent, the clothes are different, the peo- 
ple are different. They have learned 
the strange language of that land. They 
have left their families far away in the 
homeland. And then, after they have 
given every moment of every day to 
teaching the people in the faraway land 
about the Son of God who loved them 
and gave Himself on the cross for them, 
the people have killed them. If you 
were to meet Helen Priscilla Stam who 
is now a big girl in college, she could 
tell you how her mather and daddy were 
killed in China when she was a tiny 
baby. 
you, too, how wonderfully God cared 
for her and how she was carried to 
safety in a rice basket by one of the 
Chinese people who dearly loved God 
and His Son. 


And she would doubtless tell- 
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The one for whom all Christians are 
named—Christ Jesus, the Lord—was 
hated, you remember. Those who hated 
Him hung Him on a cross. Ever since 
then, people who ‘have followed Him 
and have truly lived for Him have been 
hated and sometimes treated cruelly. 

Once in the long ago (shortly after 
the Lord Jesus had risen from the dead 
and later returned to Heaven), King 
Herod, who hated those who loved the 
Lord Jesus, did many hateful things to 
harm the members of the church. He 
killed James with a sword. This, of 
course, pleased the Jews. They always 
did hate the Lord Jesus (many of them, 
that is). And they hated His followers, 
too. .When King Herod saw how “the 
Jews felt, he grabbed Peter and threw 
him into prison. Prisons‘in those days 
were terrible places. They were cold 


and dark and wet—and smelly! There 
Peter was chained. Why? Simply be- 
cause he loved the Lord Jesus. Imagine 


that! Sitting in the cold darkness bound 
in wig between two prison guards, 
Peter pfobably thought about others who 
had suffered for having loved God’s Son. 
Some had been beaten (Acts 5:17-42). 
Some had been killed—like Stephen 
(Acts 7) and James (12:2). Christians, 
wherever they were, were apt to be per- 
secuted in one way or another (9:1, 2). 
Peter knew this and perhaps he spent 
much time in prayer for others. 

Finally he went sound asleep. The 
guards to whom he -was chained went 
sound asleep. The guards at the first 
door were sound asleep. The guards at 
the second door were sound asleep. The 
keeper of the prison was sound asleep. 
Suddenly there was a bright light in the 
pitch-dark prison. The light did not dis- 
turb the sleeping guards. But the angel 
from God hit Peter on the side, woke 
him, and said, “Get up quickly!” Peter’s 
chains fell off his hands. “Put on your 
coat and shoes,” the angel .commanded. 
Peter did. “Follow me,” God’s angel 
said. 

Peter and the angel tiptoed past the 
two sleeping guards; they walked past 
the guards who stayed sound asleep at 
the first door; they went by the sleeping 
guards at the second door. When they 
approached the prison’s great iron gate, 
it swung open before them. (Peter 
thought he was having a dream!) Down 
one street the angel led Peter. And then 
the angel left. Peter was alone. Then 
he knew that he was really free from 
the prison. God had taken care of him. 
God had done a miracle! He rushed to 
the home where many of the Christians 
were together praying for him. They 
were asking that God would release 
him from prison. And do you know 
what? They were so surprised when 
their prayer was answered that they 
didn’t even open the gate to let him in. 
They thought they were having a dream! 

Some time later, Peter wrote in one of 
his Letters: “Humble yourselves before 
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A Leper at Seven!

Anna Fountoulaki is a young girl of 
sixteen with all her life before a4 but 
few of us would care to face her future. 
“I became ill in 1947, when I was only 
seven years old. I contracted leprosy 
from my father and both of us are suffer- 
ing on this rocky, isolated island of 
Spinaloga. We come from a little village 
called Elounta where we left my poor 
mother weeping. I try to take care of my 
father and cheer him up by reading to 
him. I am so anxious to read contetichees 
worth while, so will you please send me 
a New Testament.” 


That is the letter which our invalid 
missionary, George Galanakis, received 
from this courageous young girl. He 
not only sent her a New Testament and 
other Christian literature, but corre- 
sponds with her regularly. Judge for 
yourself whether such efforts bear, fruit. 


In a subsequent letter she wrote: “May 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be 
with you always. I received your lovel 
letter and also the New Testament whic 
you sent, and my joy is indescribable. It 
is hard for us lepers to be persuaded that 
someone loves us. My father and I want 
to thank you, but we really don’t know 
how. One thing we can do and will do 
. to remember you in prayer all our 
ives.” 


Our invalid missionary, who evange- 
lizes hundreds by correspondence, adds 
a postscript to her letter in writing to us: 
“May I ask all our brethren and sisters 
in America to pray for this girl and her 
father, as well as for all the lepers in this 
colony. Whatever you can do to pro- 
vide them with food and clothing will 
mean so = to them, and the Lord 
will certainly bless you for showing com- 
passion to = Ss who lack even the bare 
necessities of life. How terrible it must 
be to live a life of such complete isola- 
tion, in utter poverty! It is tragic enough 
to be cut off from the rest of the world, 
without suffering from hunger and cold 
as well.” 


Yes, these dear people face a bleak 
future. Therefore, anything we can do 
to show them the love of Christ in a 
practical way, to supplement the spiritual 
food they are receiving through the 
letters of Missionary George Galanakis, 
we should not hesitate to do at once. 
For instance, $10.00 will enable them to 
purchase locally 80 pounds of fresh food; 
for $6.00 we can send them a 22-pound 
clothing package. And with $5.00 we can 
distribute 25 New Testaments or 5 Greek 
Bibles to other comfortless souls in this

slopes and summits of the Montana and 
Idaho mountains. 

A full day in Seattle will be enjoyed, 
with rooms and bath reserved for the 
party at the fine Olympic Hotel. Sight- 
seeing in this chief city of the State of 
Washington provides much of unusual 
interest. Seattle is situated 125 nautical 
miles from the Pacific Ocean on a neck 
of land between Puget Sound and the 
fresh water Lake Washington. It is the 
center of the “mosquito fleet” of steamers 
serving 2,000 miles of Puget Sound shores. 
It is situated on a series of hills above 
the fine harbor in surroundings of great 
natural beauty. The sight-seeing tour 
will take in Queen Anne Hill, University 
of Washington, Lakes Union'and Wash- 
ington, the Floating Bridge, and the resi- 
dential and business areas. The after- 
noon will be free to do some shopping, 
and to visit the nationally known mar- 
kets close by the hotel. The party takes 
off from Seattle on a fine, big DC-6B 
plane of the Northwest Airlines for the 
Hawaiian Islands, Eleven days will be 
spent on the Islands, one day on Kauai, 
another on Hawaii, and the remainder 
on Oahu, the main island on which the 
capital city of Honolulu is situated. 

Days of activities are arranged with 
plenty of leisure time for rest, shopping, 
and bathing. Here is a sample of one 
of those interesting days taken from the 
itinerary. It is for Friday, October 5:

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“Marianity” vs. Christianity 
(Continued from page 562) 


One day, after three weeks in the 
hospital, when my eyes were roaming 
among the flowers of ‘the shrine, I sud- 
denly discovered there hidden away, a 
tiny statue of Jesus. I realized at that 
moment that what I saw was a symbol 
of the Church of Rome, where the Vir- 
gin Mary is huge, and Christ is puny, 
and hidden away between the flowers. 

The basic difference between Chris- 
tianity and “Marianity” is this: Chris- 
tianity has a Christ-centered theology 
and piety. “Marianity” has a Mary-cen- 
tered “mariology” and piety. Christian- 
ity exalts Christ, “Marianity” exalts 
Mary. Of course there are many other 
essential differences between Scriptural 
Christianity and Romanism that are just 
as basic, significant, and profound. 

We Jewish Christians who have had 
to pay a price for our faith in Christ, 
and have had to fight, so to speak, our 
way to Christ through the “iron cur- 
tain” of rabbinical Judaism on the one 
hand, and the purple fog of idolatry, 
masquerading as Christianity, on the 
other, have a controversy with the 
Church of Rome and her “Marianity.” 
This controversy is historic and theo- 
logical: 

1. Historically, the Church of Rome, 
in Jewish experience, has stood for per- 
secution of the Jews and for discrimi- 
nation. In all fairness, it must_be said 
that there were some exceptions to this 
rule. Some Popes and some Catholic 
theologians sought to protect the Jews, 
or to modify the harshness of their per- 
secutors. But, in general, the theology 
of Rome, her ecclesiastic legislation, and 
her policies, were anti-Jewish. The Jew 
of today still smarts from the memory 
of the untold sufferings and indignities 
that Rome and her tormentors inflicted 
upon his ancestors. 

The majority of Jews have lived for 
centuries in Catholic countries. Roman 
Catholicism was the only “Christianity” 
they ever knew. In their mind Chris- 
tianity was identical with the dread 
Inquisition. Even today, whenever Chris- 
tians speak to the Jew of the love of 
Jesus, he invariably refutes this by re- 
ferring to the cruel Inquisitions of the 
Church of Rome in Spain, Portugal, and 
elsewhere, which brought torture, death, 
exile, and misery to countless thousands 
of Jews. The Jew still remembers with 
horror the religious disputes, forced 
upon them by the Church of Rome and the 
“conversions” by pressure and intimi- 
dation. Nor can he forget the discrimi- 
nations and the humiliations inflicted on 
him by “the only true Church and her 
faithful servants the Christian kings 
and princes.” 

With these national memories in his 
mind, and this scar on his soul, is it any 
wonder that the Jew is horrified at the 
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fhought of becoming such a Christian, 
or that he should consider those who do 
so, as traitors to his people? Such Chris- 
tians have made it well-nigh impassible 
for the Jew to see Christ. 

2. On the theological side, the Jew, 
usually a keen observer, also has a fun- 
damental objection against the religion 
of Rome. Living for centuries in Cath- 
olic lands he observed “Christians” wor- 
shiping images of the virgin Mary and 
other saints, and came to the conclusion 
that all this is sheer idolatry. 

It is difficult enough for the Jew to 
comprehend the mystery of the incar- 
nation, how God, in the person of His 
Son Jesus, became man. Here at least 
we can reason with him from his own 
Bible and his prophets. But when you 
begin, against reason and revelation, to 

* deify a mortal woman, he gives up. 

The famous statesman Disraeli, him- 

self a Jewish Christian, once remarked,

The Cambridge Seven. By J. C. Pol- 
lock. (Inter-Varsity Christian Fellow- 
ship, 1444 North Astor, Chicago 10; $1.) 
On February 5, 1885, a group of stalwart 
young men left Victoria Station, London, 
on the first stage of their journey to 
China as missionaries of the China In- 
land Mission. These were the famous 
“Cambridge Seven,” led to full surrender 
by D. L. Moody and comprising Montagu 
Beauchamp, W. W. Cassels, D. E. Hoste, 
Arthur Polhill-Turner, Cecil Polhill- 
Turner, Stanley Smith, and C. T. Studd. 
Some were army men, Smith and Studd 
were famous athletes, all came of good 
family, and all but one had been Cam- 
bridge students. Smith was a famous 
crew man and Studd the foremost crick- 
eter of England, and their reputation 
opened doors everywhere for the group 
for many months before they went to 
China. They had crowded meetings in 
the universities and colleges-and great 
public gatherings in packed halls. They 
did personal work, preached fearlessly 
in the open air, and were mightily used 
of God in converting the unsaved, awak- 
ening Christians, and calling out young 
people for foreign missionary service. 

The story of the Cambridge Seven is 
well told, not as a series of separate 
biographies, but as a consecutive narra- 
tive with the meg appearing naturally 
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as they became acquainted with one 
another. It has a particularly powerful 
message for students, for it tells frankly 
of the early spiritual struggles of the 
seven and describes their athletic and 
academic attainments. Naturally, it has 
a strongly British flavor, with many 
terms well known to English schoolboys 
and varsity men but which may be a 
little hard for Americans to grasp 
quickly. But the message is clear and 
one that will arouse any conscientious 
Christian to deeper consecration and 
more zealous witness. Its length and 
size are advantageous, since it contains 
only 112 pages and fits the pocket. Mr. 
Pollock’s work takes a worthy place 
among CIM and other missionary liter- 
ature.

His method is to cite the testimony of 
other laymen, often quoting their own 
words as to their experience in apply- 
ing spiritual principles to everyday life. 
He calls to the witness stand people from 
many occupations, and lets them tell 
what being a Christian ‘means to them 
in terms of such practical things as 
helping others, money, leading people 
to Christ, and death.

5. Luke, the Beloved Physician 
(Luke 1:1-4; Col. 4:14; 2 Tim. 4:10, 11)

HAT man is blessed indeed in whom 

is combined a skill for healing bodily 

ills and the ills of the heart, mind, and 

spirit as well.. Luke, who is the. subject 

of this fifth, and last, topic in the series 
in Bible biographies, was such a man. 

We are given no jnformation in the 
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Bible concerning Luke’s early life. It 
is generally thought that he was born 
at Antioch because of his interest in and 
familiarity with the church there. How- 
ever, some Bible students think that 
Philippi was his native town. 

ve 

The first glimpse we get of Luke is an 
indirect one. In Acts 16, where Paul’s sec- 
ond missionary journey is described, you 
will notice that Luke, the writer, in the 
first nine verses uses the third person 
plural in speaking of Paul and his com- 
panion, Silas. However, in verse 10 he 
suddenly changes to the first person 
plural and uses the pronouns “we” and 
“us.” From this it is believed that Luke 
joined Paul and Silas at Troas and con- 
tinued with him, at least as far as 
Philippi. 

On Paul’s third missionary journey it 
would appear that Luke joined him at 
Philippi and continued with him until 
Paul returned to Jerusalem (Acts 20:7). 

From 2 Timothy 4:11 and Philemon 24, 
we learn that Luke was with Paul dur- 
ing his prison experiences in Rome, and 
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it would appear that Luke stayed with 
Paul until Paul’s martyrdom. 
7-4 

Years ago (January 3, 1931) Dr. How- 
ard A. Kelly, who was an excellent 
Greek student, as well as a renowned 
surgeon and also an earnest Christian 
leader and speaker, wrote an article for 
THe Sunpay Scuoot Trmes about Luke 
and his medical language. In it, Dr. 
Kelly called attention to the way in 
which Luke used terms in describing 
sickness and disease that only a medical 
man would be likely to know and use. 
One example is in Luke 4:38, where 
Luke speaks of Peter’s wife’s mother be- 
ing “taken with the great fever.” Dr. 
Kelly comments that, at the time Luke 
wrote, medical classification recognized 
two classes of fever, the great and the 
little fevers. 

Again, Luke nine times uses the medi- 
cal expression, “was taken.” In describ- 
ing the same incidents, Mark and John 
do not use this expression. 

In Luke 5, the leper who besought 
the Lord to heal him is spoken of as 
being “full of leprosy,” while in. Luke 
17 a group of lepers, evidently lighter 
cases, are simply described as ten men 
who were lepers. Dr. Kelly comments 
here that it is similar to describing two 
different types of smallpox, the first be- 
ing referred to as “confluent smallpox” 
—the far worse form—and the others as 
merely ordinary smallpox. 

we 

Luke’s skilled observation is also evi- 
dent in countless .little ways not evi- 
denced by the other Gospel writers. For 
example, in speaking of the man with 
the withered hand which the Lord healed 
(Luke 6:6-10), Dr. Luke notes that it 
was his “right hand,” and in the same 
way when telling how Peter struck off 
the ear of the high priest’s servant in 
the Garden of Gethsemane (Luke 22:50), 
he notes that it was his “right” ear. 

Thus in these little ways the two books 
that Luke wrote for our Bible, his Gos- 
pel and the Book of Acts, bear many 
evidences of a careful writer and ob- 
server who had a keen medical knowl- 
edge and who abundantly fits Paul’s 
description of him, “the beloved phy- 
sician.”

is very important for spirit, mind, and 
body. Therefore Christians from the 
earliest times have chosen the first day 
of the week as their day of worship, 
since on that day Christ rose from the 
dead, thus beginning a new dispensation. 
In Scripture, seven is the number of 
divine completeness and eight that of a 
new beginning. 

In its four issues last September 
(1955) - the Tumes ran a condensation of 
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John Bunyan’s arguments in favor of the 
first day of the week, or Sunday, as the 
Christian’s day of worship. He laid 
much stress on the fact that Christ rose 
again on the first day, and that the dis- 
ciples came together to break bread on 
that day, according to Acts 20:7. As 
to the change he says: “God, by the 
ministration of the Spirit, has changed 
the day to another time-—to wit, the first 
day of the week, Therefore we con- 
clude the time is fixed for the worship 
of the New Testament Christians or 
churches of the Gentiles unto that day. 
... The comparison that the Holy Ghost 
makes between the rest of God from His 
works and the rest of Christ from His 
doth intimate such a thing: ‘He that 
hath entered into his rest, he also hath 
ceased from his own works, as God did 
from his’ (Heb. 4:10).”
